Farm Conservation Needs 


Cucamonga, Etiwanda, Guasti 
and Alta Loma farmers will have 
an opportunity next week to dis- 
cuss their tarms’ conservation 
needs with their locally elected 
farmer committeemen and to re- 
cord their intentions to cooperate 
in the 1946 agricultural conserva- 
tion program. 

Anncuncement was __ received 
from the county chairman, John H. 
Patterson, of Fontana, that ar- 
rangements have been made for 
two days at the Cucamonga Water 
office in Cucamonga, February 25 
and 26, starting each day at 9:0U 
a.m. and lasting through 4:00 p. 
m., when individual farmers may 
call. 

Local committee members will 
be in charge each day, but will 
be assisted by Walter W. Buesch- 
er, from the San Bernardino office 
of the conservation association. 
Cucamonga committee members 
are John H. Klusman, John Lelch- 
er, Paul B. Hofer and Laurene> 
F. Mueller. The late Leon Lucas 
was also a member. 

“This year’s localized operation 
of the agricultural conservation 
program should help all farmers to 
convert to peacetime 
and rebuild more quickly the soil 
fertility used to produce our wat 
time food supply,” stated Mr. 
Paterson. “With county soil-build- 
ing payments based on the con- 
servation work most  urgentiv 
needed on each farm, every farmer 
will have the greatest opportunity 
te carry out needed practices 
without previous years’ limita- 
tions.” 

Considerable emphasis is being 
placed tnis year on reorganization 
of existing irrigation systems ty 
save water, in view of the general 
decline of the available water sup- 
ply. Mr. Paterson pointed out that 
this can be done by the installation 
of concrete pipelines where now 
irrigating is in open ditches, as 
well as by shortening the length 
of runs in order to improve the 
distribution of a lim:ted supply of 
water. This practice prevents ero- 
sion as well as saves water, he 
pointed out, and the association is 
prepared to earmark a_ limited 
amount of money to repay farmers

‘Strike Ends 


The two-day old strike at the 
Euclid Avenue Orange association 
packing house, 127 South Euclid 
avenue, was quickly settled Satur- 
day and all employees were back 
on the job Monday morning. 

According to Irving Hartley, 
manager of the packing house, 


| raises requested by the strikers 
‘were granted because the entire 


district had been contemplating 
such a move and the raises would 
have been forthcoming anyway. 
While there were no, pickets 
around the plant until Saturday 
morning, about 50 workers went, 
out on strike Friday, Mr. Hartley 
said. 

The possibility of raising wages 
had been discussed by all the pack- 
ing houses in the district, Mr. 
Hartley said, and decision to 
grant the raises was reached Sat- 
urday. Mr. Hartley said that the 
brief strike did in no way affect 
the decision. 

Increases granted were 10 cents 
an hour to key floor men and 
packers have been given splits on 
the 252’s instead of the 288’s as 
previously which actually means a 
$2 a day raise. 

The strike was conducted by the 
Citrus Workers Organizing com- 
mittee, with the FTAIO (Food, 
Tobacco and Agriculture), repre- 
sented by Ralph Hergrove, CIO or- 
ganizer. The union declared at the 
time of the strike that it was seek- 
ing to raise Ontario and Upland 
citrus workers’ wages to the same 
level as those in Redlands, River- 
side and part of Pomona.
